OELS (Upper Silesia) Nov, 11. 
Crowds of inhabitants of Oé¢le spent 
today dressed in their Sunday best 
waiting outside the medieval cas- 
tle here for the return of former 
Crown Prince William on the occa- 
sion of the fifth anniversary of the 
Armistice. 


At 6 o'clock this evening when 
Frederick William had not ap- 
peared, the crowds gradually dis- 
persed. At that hour no news had 
been received of his movements. 

During the day the former Crown 
Princess and her children could be 
seen from time to time peering 
from windows of the castle. 

Flags were flying in the town to 
welcome the return of the - exile, 
but there was no unusual display 
of police or troops. 


REBETS STILL STRONG

Sweeping reductions in surtaxe# 
also are recommended by Secre= 
tary Mellon who would have the 
surtax rates begin their applica- 
tion at $10,000 inatead of $6000, 
thus benefiting again the man of 
moderate income and scaling 
them progressively upward to 25 
per cent at $100,000 or over, the 
present maximum being 
58 per cent. 

Added importance is given to 
Secretary Mellon’s proposals by 
reports in Republican quarters 
here that President Coolidge is 
inclined to agree with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury that tax re~- 
ductiong are more important than 
a soldiers’ benus and would work 
out to better advan even to 
the seldier, than wo a bonus 


bill. 

Secretary Mellon ed his rec- 
ommendations with great care and 
with a view to popularizing his 
proposals he submitted a t 
showing what his reductions wo 
mean to the average taxpayer. 

The Secretary’s table giving the 
effect of the reductions on the in- 
come of the salaries of the tax- 
payers, married and. having two 
children shows the following: 

A man with an income of $4000, 
now paying a tax of $28, would pay 
; tax of $15.75, saving to him of 

12.26. 

On an income of $5000 the tax 
would be cut from $68 to $38.25, 
saving him $29.75. 

On an income of $6000 the tax 
would be cut from $128 to $72, 
a saving of $56. 

On an income of $8000 the tax 
would be cut from $276 to $144, a 
saving of $132. 

On an income of $9000 the tax 
would be cut from $366 to $189, a 
saving of $177. 

On an income of $10,000 the tax 


would be cut from $456 to $234, 
a saving of $222.

Explorer Finds Unknown 
Race of Savages in Land 
of Swamps 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, Nov. ll—A weird, 
jungle land of mighty rivers, 
mountains and inaccessible swamps, 
with luxuriant vegetation: a land 
of great heats and fevers, inhab- 
ited by cannibalistic tribes who 
hunt their victims with poisonous 
darts of human bones: a land 
where women are bartered for pigs.

potatoes alone. 

The American , Benevolent As- 
sociation, headed by Ambaasado: 
Houghton, raised money among 
the Americans in Germany to send 
back these unfortunates. 

There are 250 American sea- 
men, “on the beach” at Hamburg 
and Bremen, and scores of 
stranded Americans elsewhere in | 
Germany, many of whom con- 
verted their dollars into marks fn 
the days when German money 
still had buying power and tried 
to do business in Germany on a 
shoestring. 

One family with two young 
children, one of those to be sent 
home, came from San Diego, and 
another frorh Wisconsin, but chief- 
ly the destitute are from the 
eastern seaboard cities. 

The regular American colony in | 
Germany is now so small that its | 
charitable funds are meager, and 
the State Department has been 
asked to advise that no Ameri- 
can citizens come to Germany 
without return tickets and suffi- 
cient funds to maintain them- 


selves.

THE STORY OF THE LEATHER SPHERE

What boy’s pockets in the past 
have not contained the ingredients 
of a baseball—bits of twine and 
rubber! How many of us in our 
youth have not gone to stores ana 
begged for rubber bands for the 
good cause of the gang waiting at 
the corner? The ball in early days 
was a very crude affair. NUenry 
Chadwick, the pioneer sport writer, 
describes the ball of 1868 as weigh- 
ing six and one-half.ounces and 
measuring ten and a quarter inche» 
in circumference. That it was 
“lively” was due to the one and a 
half ounce rubber heart it had, cov- 
ered with yarn and enveloped out- 
wardly with leather. This was bet- 
ter than the ball of 1842, which 
was made of yarn. 

Between these there came a 
larger ¢overed with sheep- 
skin sewed on in four sections ac- 
cording to the specifications of 
some unknown shoemaker. You'll 
see how a blacksmith gave some 
ether specifications later on. 

The ball of 1854 was designated 
by the baseball powers then gov- 
erning the game to weigh from 
5% to 6% ounces and to be from 
2 3-4 to 3 1-2 inches in diameter, 
while that of 1872 was to weigh 
between five and five and a half 
ounces and to be in circumference 
between nine and nine and a quar- 
ter. inches. This size has not been 
changed. But in 1909 the cork- 
center ball came into being. 

We present here a picture of an 
old-time bali—one used in the his- 
toric match, the first intercollegi- 
ate match between Amherst and 
Williams Colleges. Those were the 
days when collegés used to play 
with the famous clubs which were 
the forefathers of professiona! 
baseball. Amhbherst’s ball weighea 
two and one-half ounces and was 
six inches in .circumference. It 
was made at North Brookfield by 
Henry Heber. Milliams’s bali 
was seven inches round ane 
weighed more than two ounces. 
According to local accounts, it was 
covered “with light-colored leath- 
er #0 as to be seen with difficulty 
by the batter.” 

The ball is the very soul of the 
game. Its lively center of rubber 
| became a bone of contention in the 
70's; whenever it touched a rough 
surface it could be easily deflectea 
and acoording to Spalding such a 
ball was held responsible for un- 
healthy scores such as 201 to 11, 
which were not uncommon in early 
days. Then came the dead ball. 
and it is often quoted that soon 
after its adoption Harvard played 
a game lasting twenty-four innings, 
with a score of 0-0.

DIET FOR CHILDREN—AND ADULTS, CONT. 


MENU PLANNING, NO, 1 
I will review last week's diet 


paper for you: 

Best food foundation for each 
day for each child— 

Part 1, protective foods: one 
and one-half ~~ of milk (at 
least;) one full cup of vegetables 
(especially the green leaf vege- 
tables,) part of them raw; one cup 
of fruit, part fresh if possible. 

Part Il, energy foods: Cereals, in- 
cluding whole grain breads; fats, 
in the form of butter and cream; 
and egg yolks. 

You do not have to have differ- 
ent menus and ‘cook different 
fooda, etc., for’ children of differ- 
ent ages. After the chewing teeth 
are in, a food that is wholesome 
for one age is usually wholesome 
for another. The older child will 
take larger amounts (perhaps!) 
But in each day you must work 
in for each child the minimum al- 
lotment of the protective foods. 

Bach child, overweight or under- 
weight, should have this minimum 
allowance of protective foods. For 
if he has this, we can be pretty 
sure that the complete protein, 
mineral elements and the vitamins 
will largely be taken care of, and 
—especially if the energy foods 
are properly chosen—that there 
will be a preponderance of alkal- 
inizing foods and, consequently, no 
danger of acidosis from the diet. 

It is the energy foods that have 
to be decreased for the over- 
weight child. And the energy 
foods and the milk and egg yoiks 
of the protective foods can usual- 
ly be increased for the under- 
weight child. In these cases 
count calories! I gave you a table 
of the calorie values of average 
portions of many foods a short 
while ago. If you. missed it you 
may have it by sending a fully ad- 
dressed, stamped envelope to me, 
in care of this paper. 

By planning your menus ahead, 
mothers, you will not only be able 


to have them bettee balanced, but | 


you will be able to market much 


more efficiently and save time in 
the preparation of méals. 

When you have a roast, plan 
to have baked potatoes and baked 
apples or other fruits, or a baked 
pudding. When you prepare your 
vegetables, prepare enough so that 
you can have some left over for 
a salad or a cream soup the fol- 
lowing day. 

If you run your household on 
the budget plan, allowing a certain 
amount each month for food, 
clothing, rent, education, charity, 
amusement and doctor bills, allow 
a liberal amount for the protec- 
tive foods for each child and adult. 
By doing this, you are going to 


be able to save on those doctor 
billa. 
Doctor bills high—they 


are 

have to be high on account of the 
many years of preparation a 
scientific physician has to pay for 
before he can practice. When your 
child is ill, you willingly spend any 
amount for his recovery. Think 
of this and spend more money, if 
necessary, to better’ advantage in 
keeping him well.

The national parks were set aside as 
game preserves so that our descendants 
might have some idea of the fauna that 
once flourished in this country. The larg- 
est of these is Yellowstone Park, but the 
park service reports that the herds of eik 
and buffalo are steadily diminishing. The 
rangers keep vigilant watch within the park 
itself for poachers, so that the Yellowstone 
may live up to its reputation as a sanctuary 
for hunted animal life. 

But the storms in the winter drive the 
animals down into the valleys and they are 
i slaughtered by the thousands annually. Ac- 
cording to the game commissioners, they 
are more easily killed than most game, be- 
cause their life in the park has taught. them 
to trust man. The greatest slaughter of 
wild animals since the early buffalo-killing 
days was reported from Gardiner, Mont., 
in 1919, when 3600 elk were killed one 
month in that locality and shipped out on 
the railway. The park commissioners stat. 
ed that this did not represent the entire 
number killed, as automobiles also carried 
out scores of carcases. The game preser- 
vation societies report that the best herd 
of moose in Yellowstone and a large per- 
centage of antelope have been completely 
wiped out by huntsmen. 

The rangers try desperately to protect 
their animal charges, but are helpless be- 
side the vicious game laws found in Mon- 
tana, Idaho and Wyoming. The State game 
wardens of these States fight vigorously 
any attempt to change the existing laws, 
as the voters have worked up a fine taste 
for the meat of elk and moose, and no one 
can hope to remain in office unless he ad- 
vocates a liberal policy. 

Both male and female elk may be shot 
for two months in winter, and two years 
ago the chief game warden of Wyoming 
‘recommended that each hunter be allowed 
a yearly limit Of 100 antelope and 100 
moose, but this was cut down to a mere 
fifty. Although only a few selfish people 
are benefited by this liberal allowance, the

The proposition was undertaken 
at the suggestion of the County 
Board of Supervisors and will be 
accomplished without extra cost to 
the county. Black walnuts are to 
be plan wherever the climate is 
suitable to them. In other places 
fruit trees suitable to the altitude 
and temperature will 
horticultural 


and Solvang, with sufficient 
to grow a large number of seed- 
lings. The inspectors in each of 
these places and in Santa Barbara 
will care for the trees from the 
time the seeds are planted until 
they gain sufficient aize to need no 
expert attention.

ing of fruit not wanted for 
individual use. 

When the seope of the undertak- 
ing reaches sufficient magnitudé to 
warrant it, a large part of the fruit 
will be harvested by the county 
and the proceeds turned into the 
district road funds.
